Pickup truck driver kills 8 in rampage down crowded bike path

A driver plowed a pickup 
truck down a crowded bike 
path along the Hudson River 
in Manhattan on Tuesday, kill- 
ing eight people and injuring 
11 before being shot by a police 
officer in what officials are 
calling the deadliest terrorist 
attack on New York City since 
Sept. 11, 2001. 

The rampage ended when 
the motorist — whom the po- 
lice identified as Sayfullo Sai- 
pov, 29 — smashed into a 
school bus, jumped out of his

truck and ran up and down 
the highway waving a pellet 
gun and paintball gun and 
shouting “Allahu akbar,” 
Arabic for “God is great,” be- 
fore he was shot in the abdo- 
men by the officer. He re- 
mained in critical condition 
Tuesday evening. 

President Donald Trump 
late Tuesday said he has or- 
dered the Department of 
Homeland Security “to step 
up our already Extreme Vet- 
ting Program” in response. 
Officials not authorized to 
discuss the investigation 
said the attacker is from

UPMC planning $200 million center for cancer research

After a six-year delay, UPMC is 
ready to build a sprawling re- 
search center that aims to change 
the way medicine is used in the 
fight against cancer and other se- 
rious diseases. 


The center, which will be 
housed in a historic, 350,000- 
square-foot building at Baum Bou- 
levard and Morewood Avenue 
near UPMC Shadyside Hospital, 
includes a $200 million commit- 
ment by the Pittsburgh health 
care giant, according to two people 
familiar with the plans but not au- 


thorized to speak publicly about 
them. 

The complex eventually will in- 
clude an additional several story 
building nearby, one of the two 
people said. A UPMC spokes- 
woman said Tuesday that she 
could not confirm plans for the 
site. 


UPMC’s longstanding mantra 
has been to commercialize its re- 
search and business practices, 
such as bulk purchasing of hospi- 
tal supplies. The new center would 
continue that push with a small

WASHINGTON — Senate Ma- 
jority Leader Mitch McConnell ex- 
hibited no interest Tuesday in con- 
sidering legislation shielding the 
special counsel from President 
Donald Trump, even as Republi- 
cans warn the president against in- 
terfering with Robert Mueller’s in- 
vestigation. 

Mr. McConnell’s remarks came 
as Mr. Trump has continued using 
Twitter to complain about the con-

They also came a day after Mr. 
Mueller’s inquiry into Russian 
meddling during the 2016 presiden- 
tial race yielded a guilty plea and 
two indictments of Trump cam- 
paign officials.

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$1.7M a year to attract major 
sporting events to Pittsburgh 


State allocating 
money for regional 
sports Commission

Mr. Costa, the Senate minority 


leader, said the $1.7 million had 
been assigned to pay for property 
acquisitions related to the David 
L. Lawrence Convention Center. 
With the money no longer 
needed for that purpose, it has 
been redirected for the funding of 


the commission. 


A plan to create a regional 
sports commission to attract 
high profile events such as the 
NCAA Final Four and perhaps 
even Super Bowls to Pittsburgh 
has secured a big win. 

State Sen. Jay Costa, D-Forest 
Hills, has earmarked $1.7 million 
a year in the expanded gambling 
bill that was signed into law by 
Gov. Tom Wolf to create and op- 
erate the commission. 

The money is expected to start 
flowing July 1, 2019, from the eco- 
nomic development and tourism 
fund set up when the state legalized 


“It was a moment of opportu- 


nity to do something along those 
lines,” Mr. Costa said. “I know it 
has been a big issue with some 
folks, and we wanted to begin 
putting it in place.” 


The $1.7 million a year would 


go to the Pittsburgh-Allegheny 
County Sports & Exhibition Au- 
thority, not VisitPittsburgh, the 
local tourism group that first 
pushed the idea of creating a 
sports commission. 


VisitPittsburgh has been lob- 


bying to get legislation enacted
